Wins Grand Championship over All Breeds at Iowa State 


The eighty-second annual exhibition of 
the Iowa State Fair and Exposition which 
was held at Des Moines, August 26th to 
September 4th, 1936, perhaps excelled all 
other events of this nature at Iowa in that 
the quality of the exhibits in both cattle 
and horses were above the the average. 
This might well be said for the swine show 
and the dairy cattle show. A better set of 
steers and heifers in the beef breeds in the 
club section has never been brought out. 

The Hereford show was grand in numbers 
and quality, that breed supplied the best 
steer from end to end that we have ever 
seen wrapped in a red and white hide on the 
lowa state fair grounds. He was of grand 
championship calibre and would have been 
an easy winner had there not been a dark 
horse—Haile Selassie, fitted and shown by 
Ralph Drake, of Palo, Iowa. 

The Shorthorn show displayed more im- 
provement than has been evident in years. 
The tops were strong and good enough to 
be considered at length in the finals. This 
then was a show of shows where no one 
really had a walk away. There was some 
honor in capturing the grand championship 
over all breeds in such strenuous competi- 
tion. The happy feature of it all is that a 


lot of folks are going to be able to gain 
pleasure in the winnings made by Haile 
Selassie. 

While it may be true that young Ralph 
Drake perhaps gained the first thrill and 
the one most lasting, it is also true that 
many others will lay claim to having had 
an important part in the production of this 
exceptionally well balanced, lowset, thick 
meated bullock. John W. Auman & Son 
have long been interested in breeding Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle, long enough in this 
particular case that the calf Haile Selassie, 
his sire Blackbird Bandolier of Brookdale, 
and his grandsire Belmar Bandolier, were 
bred by them. This last bull being a strong 
combination of Donohoe, Kemp, Escher and 
Davis breeding. The dam carries the same 
top cross to which is added a splash of ex- 
cellence from Wurzbacher, Miller, Martin, 
Wiese and Battles. Henry Schmuecker & 
Sons bred the dam of this calf’s sire, and 
she is a thick one, blocky, lowset, not too 
large and of excellent Aberdeen-Angus type. 

Speaking of Haile Selassie his owner, 
Ralph Drake, said: “He showed at the 

Japsie Valley Fair where he was grand 
champion. His finishing ration was shell- 
ed corn and ground barley equal parts, one 


half as much oats and bran, one pound of 
oil meal, and two pounds of molasses feed 
each day. At Des Moines the calf was 
bought by Harold Ross of Wilson & Com- 
pany for the Cedar Rapids Chamber of 
Commerce to exhibit as an attraction at the 
Junior Live Stock Exposition which was 
held at Cedar Rapids, September 16th to 
19th. His sale price was 57%c per pound 
and his weight at the time of sale was 905 
pounds.” 

Blackbird Bandolier of Brookdale was not 
only bred on the Auman farm but served 
there two years, being mostly used on heif- 
ers that had been sired by the Schmuecker 
bred bull Black Art S. Mr. James Hudson, 
of Ashland, Kansas, who is in the habit of 
producing extra good feeding calves will be 
happy too for it was he who purchased 
Blackbird Bandolier of Brookdale together 
with eight of his bull calves and some good 
cows for use in his good herd. The Aumans 
considered this bull one of the best sires 
ever on their farm. Three times he traces 
to Blackcap Bandolier 2d the thirty times 
grand champion bull owned and used so 
successfully by the Schmueckers; and twice 
he goes back to Black Belmore the bull that 
brought so many out- [Turn to page 18

Elliott Brown has Grand Champion Bull and Cow 


Fort Dodge, Iowa, has started something 
that will undoubtedly mean a great deal to 
the beef cattle industry of the future. The 
wide awake business men of that city con- 
ceived the idea of introducing and develop- 
ing for their city a National beef cattle 
show and with the assistance of many of 
the breeders of Iowa and the force at Iowa 
State College, especially Prof. J. C. Holbert, 
really staged a splendid beginning during 
the week of September 7th to 10th. Four 
good Iowa herds and one from South Dakota 
supplied the Aberdeen-Angus section. 

In spite of this good showing the other 
breeds came forward and outnumbered the 
Doddies. This matter will have to be taken 
care of another year. Exhibitors of all 
breeds were more than delighted with the 
show and its prospects. At the dinner fol- 
iowing the show more than two hundred 
covers were laid and plans were started at 
the business session following for the 1937 
show.

Vireinia-Maryland Sale 


The Warrenton, Virginia, auction of Mon- 
day, October 19th, will bring together a far 
wider range of breeding and bloodlines than 
one can usually find at a single auction. It 
represents seventeen of the choice herds of 
the two states, herds largely of recent foun- 
dation from the successful bloodlines of the 
present day. The results of the spring sale 
at Frederick, Maryland, emboldened the 
breeders and none has denied the auction 
the choicest individuals he has to offer. 

Plans for the sale were definitely decid- 
ed upon on June 29th when some twenty 
Maryland and Virginia breeders met at 
Rocklands. Many entries were pledged that 
day but definite nominations were called 
for by August 1st. After these were re- 
ceived all cattle nominated were carefully 
gone over by a selection committee which 
rejected freely. Once accepted the entries 
have been brought up on the home farms 
and got into such shape as to be presentable 
on sale day without being show fat or im- 
pairing in any way their breeding condition.
